2. One person who I represent is Sami al Haj (ISN 345). an employee of the 
Al Jazeera television channel. 1 have found Mr. al Haj to be a reliable informant on the 
various matters relevant to representing our clients. 

3. On March 1, 2007, 1 met with Mr. al Haj in Guantanamo Bay. I had to 
then submit my notes for classification review through the system established by the 
protective order. The information below was cleared through that process.
